DR. Grissom’s ANNUAL REPORT 
—PROPOSED ENLARGEMENT OF THE 
ASYLUM BuUILDING.—From Dr. Gris- 
som’s anrual report of the condition 
of the Insane Asylum, for the cur- 
rent year, we make the following ex- 
tract concerning the ine ac- 
commodations ne for this 
class of unfortunates in the State. 
After referring to the proposition to 
‘erect a new asylum at some other 
int, the Doctor says: 
But on the other hand are the im- 
portant considerations of the acces- 
sibility of Raleigh, the heathful loca- 
tion, the water supply, which is al- 
ready amply provided for, (always a 
very important point,) the ligh ng 
which our present gas works cou d 
furnish by a slight addition thereto 
the very great item of economy of 
salaries, as the entire stal of officers 
and attendants, even after increase, 
would of course be much Jess than a 
double set of State em ploy eee, the 
saving secured with but one farm to 
maintain and one set of grounds and 
roads to keep in order, the opportu- 
nities for the spel ot machinery 
and 2 afforded by the shops 
of Raleigh, (with the aid, I may say, 
of the long experience of our valua- 
ble engineer, iu thecare and manage 
ment of identical machinery ;) the 
extension of service of some parts of 
the laundry, and the cooking facili- 
ties ; the economy in the purchase of 
fuel, provisions and clothing in grea- 
ter bulk, at short intervals, and 
especially the avoidance of the erec- 
tion of avery costly portion of the 
entire edifice, the centre building, 


which contains the administrative 
offices, the rooms of the offi- 
cers of the institution, and 


thechapel. Of course it is to be pre- 
sumed that in doubling the entire 
numbler of patients, or making any 
considerable increase, there will be 
an increase of our medical staff, 
needed even now with the number 
we have, the present entire number 
of medical officers (two)being smaller 
than is usually found in asylums of 
the magnitude of our own. 

But the feature which more espe- 
cially commends itself to my mind, 
as favoring the enlargement of this 
institution, is the fact that with light 
and water at command, and the in- 
troduction of separate stacks of radia- 
tors as are now used for heating, and 
the presence of a corps of oilicers 
and employees, each wing could be 
brought into use immediately upon 
its completion, and an immediate 
check offered to the tide of insanity 
that is annually rising higher in our 
midst, and threatens to engulf so 
many of the nobiest members of so- 
ciety. 

The plan of enlargement herewith 
presented, provides, as explained 
more in detail, for four additional 
wings, to double the present capacity 
of the institution, when all are con- 
structed. The advantage of building 
with a view to harmonize the due ar- 
rangements of the whole structure 
jor heat, ventilation, light, sewerage 
and general convenience and adapta- 
tion to its purposes, is too obvious to 


Assembly may charge with the direc- 
tion of the work, should they de- 
termine its propriety. 

In regard to the natural inquiry of 
the cost of the work, it would require 
the judgment ofa competent archi- 
tect to speak with any approach of 
exactness. The average of cost 
throughout the country is reckoned 
ata thousand dollars per patient. 
While there are causes operating in 
the South to increase this amount to 
some extent, it may, I think, be fair- 
ly estimated that sixty thousand 
dollars will build an addition to this 
institution capable of providing for 
one-fourth of the number of patients 
which it would be advisable to add tu 
those at present in the charge of a 
single Superintendent. 

With speedy and liberal action, it 
would be entirely practicable to ac- 
complish this portion of the work, 
and set its benificent service in ope- 
ration, before the assembling of an- 
other Legislature in the capitol. 

What incalculable good would it 
not achieve for generations to come! 
What hearts it would lift up from 
woe! What bright and noble sons 
of genius and learning might it not 
save tomankind! Let it not be for- 
gotten that often the victims of insan- 
ity are the most gifted children of the 
Commonwealth. The long line of 
the illustrious insane reaches back 
into remote history. Socrates and 
Plato, Raffeelle and Benvenuto Cel- 
lini, Pascal, Descartes and Rousseau, 
Pope, Dryden, Cowper and Byron, 
Joan of Arc, Madam Rowland, Cru- 
den, Robert Hall and Dr. Johnson, 
Coleridge, Southey and Charles 
Lamb; even Sir Isaac Newton him- 
self, all at some periol of their lives 
beheld gloomy clouds of insanity 
gathering on their way, or walked 
in their thick darkness down to the 
valley of the shadow of death; ca- 
lamities, alas, too often incident to 
tender sensibility, to grand enthusi- 
asm, to sublime genius, and to in- 
tense exertion of intellect. 

The monarch on histhrone is not 
exempt—from Charles IX, of France, 
to George III, of England, the king- 
ly crown has again and again adorn- 
ed in mockery the rent and distract- 
ed brow, torn and bleeding within 
with — misery, and the 
grass has but lately covered the grave 
of one who held a monarch’s place 
in the affections of a large part of 
the American people, struck down 
by a mortal blow at the crisis of his 
career, and in the midst of unparal- 
leled intellectual labor. 

No rank ean shield, no wealth ex- 
empt from, no genius escape, no 
loveliness can charm away, no inno- 
cence avert the destroyer; with a firm 
reliance on the blessing of Provi- 
dence upon the instruments of com- 
bat placed in her hands the State 
must stand forth protector, guardian 
and savior.

Tuesday’s Victory. 

We desired giving this morning 
something like a summary of Tues- 
day’s election, but cannot do so with 
accuracy. Enough is known at this 
writing to show that the whole coun- 
try has undergone u political revolu- 
tion, unsurpassed in its extent and 
purport by any similar event since 
the foundation of the government, 
giving a rebuke more forcible than 
could have been hoped for to the Re- 
publican party and its exponents at 
Washington, aud at one sweep cut- 
ting loose the damnable shackles 
with which a large part of the people 
of this country have been fettered 
for so many long and weary years. 

Massachusetts has positively repudi-

‘Tuesday. 


A special dispatch, from Eufala. 
Ala., under date of Tuesda „gives 
the following particulars of the fatal 
disturbance which occurred there 
that day: 

“The disturbance was quite sangui- 
nary. Six whites were wounded— 
one of them, William Keith, mor- 
tally. Three negroes were killed out- 
right, and as far as heard from 
seventy-four were wounded—ten or 
fifteen of the number mortally. Since 
the fight five have died, and three or 
four more will die during the night. 
The difficulty grew out of the abuse 
of a negro who had voted the Demo- 
cratic ticket by several Radical ne- 
groes, chief among whom was one 
very bad negro, Milas Long. Several 
gentlemen rushed up when they saw 
the abuse being heaped upon the 
Democratic negro, and when he 
had : ecei ved several blows they rush- 
ed in and ordered the mob to desist. 
Milas Long offered to draw a pistol on 
one of the whites, when he was told 
not to draw a weapon there, as he 
would be killed. With an oath 
against the whites, and daring them 
to come on, he drew out his pistol 
and fired. In un iustant un general 
fire from both whites and blacks com- 
menced, which the latter stood fora 
second or two, and then gave way in 
one of the wildest staimpeodes ever 
witnessed on our streets. 

There were probably five hundred 
shots fired by both side. a majority 
of them being tire! by the whites, 
The negroes came in from the coan- 
try armed with pistols, heavy clabs, 
wheel spokes, ete. They were very 
auyressive upon those of their color 
who voted the Demoeratic ticket. 
For a few seconds after the firing 
ceased the negroes began to mass for 
a renewal of the fight, but seeing 
that the whites were arming to re- 
ceive them they again scattered, and 
quiet was soon restored. 
— 

A speeial train on the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad pertormed a feat which 
deserves to be recorded as something 
altogether phenomonal. The train 
was composed of three drawing room 
cars, with Vice President Cassart 
General Manager Thompson and 
several superintendents of western 
railways, as passengers—the object 
of the expedition being to obtain the 
fastest speed possible between Phila- 

hia and New York. The train left 

hiladelphia precisely at 8:40, and 
reached Jersey City at 10:24, accom- 
plishing ninety-six milesin one hour 
and fifty minutes. The quickest 
time made was from Philadelphia to 
Trenton, thirty miles, in thirty-nine 
minutes.

The Views of Hon. John Manning 
of Chatham, Upon the Convention 
on,

the Wilmington Journal by Hon.

Ist, Do you think the best interests 
of the ple of North Carolina re- 
quire their Constitution, the “Canby 
Canstitution’’ so called, ta be materi- 
ally and s ily amended ? 

2d. If, in your opinion, materia’ 
changes in the Constitution ought to 
be speedily made, which mode of 
making those changes do you think 
the best interests of the people of 
North Carolina demand should be 
adopted, that by Legislative enact- 


ment or that by Convention? 


3d. The Conservative Democratie 
party having an undoubted two- 
thirds vote in each House of the 
General Assembly, what do you 
think is the duty of that party in 
reference to the call of a Convention 
by the Legislature at its approaching 
session for the purpose of amending 
the Coustitution ? 

MR. MANNING’S LETTER. 

PrrrsBoro, N. C., Oct. 23, 1874. 

Messrs, Engethard & Saunders: 


To the first interrogatory contained 


in your favor of the 19th instant, 1 


reply: That the present Constitu- 
tion Was adopted at a time whena 
large number, estimated by some as 
high as 40,000 of the most active and 
prominent citizens of our State, were 
denied the privilege of voting. It 
was framed by men, for the most part, 
of very little experience in political 
affairs, and still less acquaintance 
with our condition and wants. The 
Convention which madeit assembled 
ata time most inauspicious for the 
organization of a settled form of gov- 
ernment. Wewere in the midst of 
a sea of trouble,” “perplexed in the 
extreme,“ by the difficulties and em- 
barrassments of our changed rela- 
tions and impoverished condition ; 
reduced almost to despair by a confis- 
cation of three-fourths of our entire 
property, and eribbed, — coffined, 
confined by a military surveillance. 

t would have been a miracle if the 
convention of 1868, or auy other 
body of men called together at that 
time, had formed a constitution that 
in the course of six years should not 
need to be materially and speedily 
amended.

It would not be pertinent to your 
question to discuss or suggest any 
particular amendments, nor is it ne- 
cessary, for. haye an abiding trust 
and confidence in the integrity and 
good sense of the people, and believe 
ihat the nature and character of the 
amendments may be safely left to the 
distinguished gentlemen upon whom 
their fellow citizens will devolve this 
important trust, and with the remark 
that if a congenial constitution and 
wholesome laws tend to promote the 
Zeneral welfare, the sooner we get 
them the better it will be for the best 
interests of the people. I pass to 
your second interrogatory.

Ist. It costs less and is more expe- 
ditious. 

nd. We are more apt to get a con- 
sistent, homogeneous costitution.

Having answered your first and 
second interrogations as above, my 
answer to your third follows asa 
matter of course. The Democratic- 
Conservative party has the requisite 
majority to call a Convention, and it 
cannot escape the responsibility. If 
we refuse to call a Convention, we 
must do so either because we appre- 
nend that the people of the State 
think better of the Constitution than 
we do, or else we underestimate the 
intelligence of the people, and over- 
estimate the influence of demago- 
yues.

(Conststution as it is, then there is an 
end of the Convention and of all the 
amendments; but if we believe as I 
do. that they are not, but that many 
andimportant changes are not only
